HOUSING SCANDAL 
PROBE NEARS END 


WASH1NGGTON 
— Sen. Cape­ 
hart (R.-Ind.) said today he has 
been put under “pressure” not to 
investigate a case in which he said 
two men received fees for their 
help in getting government-insured 
loans on defense housing projects. 
Capehart is chairman of the 
Senate Banking Committee, near­ 
ing the end of six months of hear­ 
ings into housing scandals which 
Capehart calls the biggest in his­ 
tory. 
“They can’t put pressure on me 
and they might as well know' it,” 
the senator declared publicly near 
the end of this morning’s session. 
He said the “pressure” had been 
exerted in telephone calls within 
the past 24 hours. 
Later, he declined to elaborate 
to new'smen or to disclose who 
made the calls to him. 
Capehart told newsmen that a 
dozen different firms had 
paid 
about $60,000 in fees to the two 
men, whom he identified as Rich­ 
ard 
McCormack 
and 
Marshall 
Diggs, both of Washington. 
McCormack was called as a wit­ 
ness this morning but his attorney 
said he was too ill to testify. Cape­ 
hart ordered an examination by a 
government doctor. 
John H. Hill and R. Emerson 
Carson of Charleston, W. Va., testi­ 
fied they consulted with McCor­ 
mack and Diggs about one defense 
housing project. 
Capehart asked Hill if McCor­ 
mack told him that Diggs was “vir­ 
tually the father of the Wherry 
Military Housing Act and knew 
many influential people.” 
Hill replied he thought McCor­ 
mack may have intimated some­ 
thing like that, but he said his 
memory was not very clear. 
Hill said that in any event he 
had paid $5,000 — he didn’t make 
clear whether he paid it to Mc­ 
Cormack or Diggs — for proffered 
help in setting up a corporation 
and getting a government mortgage 
commitment. 
The committee expected to close 
out its current series of hearings 
today, but Capehart said anyone 
who feels injured by the testimony 
would be given a chance to appear 
later. 
Capehart told reporters this spe­ 
cifically includes Rep. Preston (D - 
Ga.), who earlier in the week ac­ 
cused the Indianan “of indulging 
in character assassination and . . . 
in politics on the eve of an elec­ 
tion.” 
The committee Thursday unfold­ 
ed testimony that Preston was an 
unlisted stockholder in a Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) in­ 
sured apartment project at Savan­ 
nah, Ga. 
Capehart himself testified that 
the House member, now running 
for a fifth term, made almost $50,- 
000 out of the deal. He said he 
might never have brought the case 
into the open had not Preston made 
his blast in a Georgia speech. 
Preston 
himself 
acknowledged 
he made a profit, but said it was 
an entirely legitimate transaction. 
After today, Capehart said, the 
committee will devote most of its 
remaining time for the investiga­ 
tion — slated for another four 
months or so — to preparing a re­ 
port on its findings.

Gen. Casimir Pulaski fo ugh t valiantly fo r 
th e liberty and unio n o f h is o wn peo ple. He 
was sentenced as an o utlaw in 1771, and h is 
furth er resistance against o ppressio n was 
rendered useless by th e co alitio n o f Rus­ 
sia, Austria and Prussia. 
General Pulaski escaped to France, wh ere 
h e met Benjamin Franklin and o ffered h is 
services to Geo rge Wash ingto n and th e 
cause o f American independence. He fo ugh t 
in th e battle o f Brandy wine and wo n th e 
co mmendatio n o f Co ngress, jo ined th e fo r­ 
ces at Valley Fo rge, o rganized th e Pulaski 
Legio n o f calvary and ligh t infantry and 
was mo rtally wo unded during th e battle o f 
Savannah , wh ere h e was in co mmand o f th e 
French and American cavalry .

Th is was a 50 y ear agreement o f mutual assistance 
by all five in case any o f th em was attacked. Th is 
first big po stwar alliance in th e West was so o n 
superseded by a much bigger o ne, NATO. 
NATO — Th e No rth Atlantic Treaty Organizatio n. 
Bo m April 4, 1949 Th is is a 20-y ear mutual assis­ 
tance agreement amo ng 14 members: th e five Bruto 
natio ns, plus th e United States, Canada. Italy , No r­ 
way , Denmark, Iceland, Po rtugal, Turkey , Greece. 
NATO went furth er th an Bruto Th e NATO mem­ 
bers set up in Paris a general staff to plan defense 
against Russia. But th ere was a gap in th e defense 
so lo ng as West Germany was kept unarmed. 
Ho w co uld it be permitted to rearm, be bro ugh t 
into th e Western alliance, and still be prevented 
fro m so me day beco ming a menace to its allies and 
neigh bo rs? A French premier, Rene Pleven, pro ­ 
po sed a so lutio n: 
EDC —Th e Euro pean Defense Co mmunity . Pleven 
suggested it Oct. 26. 1952. Th is plan called fo r a 
single Euro pean army with six members: France, 
West Germany , Italy , th e th ree Benelux co untries. 
Th ey 'd give up th eir individual natio nal armies and 
merge th em in EDC under a unified co mmand o f 
th eir o wn ch o o sing In th is way it was th o ugh t Ger­ 
many never again co uld h ave a natio nal army wh ich 
migh t be a th reat to h er neigh bo rs. 
Fearing Germany migh t so metime get co ntro l 
o f EDC, France urged Britain to jo in EDC as as­ 
surance against th at. Th e British refused. Th e French 
Parliament killed th e EDC idea Aug. 30, 1954. 
Search ing fast fo r ano th er so lutio n, th e Western 
Allies came up with th e idea o f a new and bigger 
Brussels Treaty Organizatio n as a substitute. 
Nine natio ns signed an agreement o n it Oct. 3, 
1954: th e United States and Canada, wh ich wo uldn’t 
be members, and seven natio ns wh ich wo uld: th e 
five Bruto po wers—Britain, France and th e Benelux 
co untries—plus two new o nes: Germany and Italy . 
Th e new Bruto is o nly an agreement, no t a reality .

Wliereas th e EDC members wo uld h ave given up 
th eir natio nal armies and merged th em in a single 
Euro pean army , th e Bruto members will keep th eir„ 
individual armies.
